Bar Hill Social Club Loan Application 


The Parish Council are considering a loan of up to £15,000 to the Social 
Club for Refurbishment of their premises. 


Skatebuard Ramp 
The Clerk had received some letters from residents in Stonefield complaining 


about the noise from the Ramp and aiso its unsightliness. It was agreed 
by the P.C. that further screening of the Ramp would greatly assist in 
both these aspects of complaint. Mr. James also agreed to speak with the 
skateboarders to ask them to tidy the Ramp itself up 


Bus Passes 

The Clerk was requested to write to the Director of Transportation expressing 
the Parish Council's view that bus passes should not be withdrawn from 

Senior Citizens in Cambridgeshire.

Dog Fouling of Paths and Amenity Areas in tne Village 
I am sure you cannot have avoided being aware of the increase in the amount 


of dog fouling on the footpaths and grassed areas in the Village. It would 
appear that a proportion of inconsiderate dog owners have no regard for 

the health of our children or the general cleanliness of our Village. 

There is a fine of up to £100 for this offence, so it is up to us all to 
establish who the culprits are and endeavour to get this fine imposed.

of the fact that to leave dog fouling on the path/grass could harm the °

Dumping of Refuse 


Over the Xmas period the litter bins were continually used as overspill bins 
for some residents' domestic refuse. May I remind residents that these 

bins are for the convenience of everyone to dispose of their LITTER not 
household rubbish. The Parish Council employs a man on a part-time basis 

to empty the litter bins and pick up discarded litter - he is NOT a refuse 
collector and we should, therefore, be most grateful if people would not fill 
the bins with carrier bags full of rubbish, large cardboard boxes, old 
carpets, wine bottles, etc. - these items will be collected from houses 

on a Monday by the South Cambs. District Council's refuse men. 


Also, in many parts of the Village there have been complaints that residents 
are leaving their refuse bags outside for collection well before Monday. 
This is a nuisance to neighbours and is also unsightly, not to mention 

the resultant mess if a cat breaks open the bag. Finally, if any resident 
has a large item to dispose of, the South Cambs. District Council will 
collect it if requested (Cakinaton Depot).
